I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  Trawden  for  the  year  1950. 

,  This  year  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  nil.  When 
small  numbers  are  under  review,  a  truer  picture  is  obtained  by 

taking  the  average  over  ten  years. 

There  was  a  considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  infectious 
fevers.  In  fact,  there  were  seventeen  less  than  in  19A9. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  and  waste  water  closets  is 
steadily  falling,  but  it  is  only  a  trickle*  It  is  time  that  the 
trickle  became  a  stream,  or  better  still,  a  river. 

Also,  there  are  still  a  number  of  sub-standard  houses 
without  through  ventilation,  proper  food  stores  and  the  amenities 
which  should  be  avilable  to  us  all.  These  houses  have  the 
standard  of  about  1910, 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Committee  and  staff  for  the  help 
given  during  the  year.
